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AFTER we have read the works of a poet 
with pleafure, andrefledied upon them wkh 
improvement, we are naturally apt to inquire in- 
to his life, the manner of his education, and other 
little circumftances, which give a new beauty to 
his writings, and let us into the genius and cha- 
rafter of their author To fatisfy this general in- 
clination, and do fome juftice to the memory of 
Mr. Ph I l I p S, we fliall give the world a ftiort ac- 
count' of him arid his few, but excellent, com- 
pofitions. Sufficient they were, though few, to 
his fame, but not to our wifhes. 
A a 
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HewastheibnofDrSTEPiiEii'FHiLiPs^arch* 
deacon of Salop^ and born at Bampton in Oxford- 
fliirc, December the thirtieth, Anno 1676. After 
he was well grounded in grammar-learning, he 
was fent to Winchcfter fchool, where he made 
himfelf mailer of the Latin and Greek languages^ 
and was foon diftinguifhed for a happy imitation 
of the excellencies which he difcovered in the beil 
claiEcal authors. 

With this foundation of good learning, and very 
early promifes of a farther improvement in all ufe- 
,ful ftudies, he was reinov«d to Chrift-Church in 
Oxford. From his firft entrance into that univer- 
fity, he was very much efteemed for the fimplicity 
of his manners, the agreeablenefs of his converfa- 
tion, and the uncommon delicacy of his genius. 
All his univerfity execcifes were received with ap- 
plaufe 'i and in that place, lb famous for good fenfe^ 
and a true fpirit, he, m a fhort time, grew to befu- 
perior to moft of his cotemporaries : where, to have 
lljieen their equal only, had b^en a fufficient praife. 
There it was, that, following the natural bent of 
hisgenius, befide other valuable authors, he became 
acquainted with Milton, whomheftudiedwith ap- 
plication, and traced bim m all his fuccefsful tran« 
flations from the antienta. There was not an al- 
l^on in his Farad jsl Lost, drawn from the 
thoughts or exprcjQiQn^. o£ Homer or VirgUji 
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Wydi he could not immediately refer to ; and, 
by that, he perceived what a peculiar life and 
grace, their fcntiments added to Englifli poetry ; 
how much their! images raifed .its fpirit ; and 
what weight and beauty their, words, when 
tranflatedf :gave.:io its language, Nor was he 

, Jefs curious in obfcrving the force, and elegancy 
of his mother-tongue, but, by the example of 
his darling Milton, .fe^rcfaed backwards into the 
works of our old Englifh poets, to furnifh himfelf 
with .proper founding, ind fignificant expref- 
iions, and prove the due extent, and compaf^ 
of the language. For tbis purpofe, he careful, 
ly. read over Chaucer, and Spenfer ; and, afterr 
wards, in his writings, did not fcruple to revive 
any words, or phrafes, which he thought de- 
fervi^ it,,witb that modeft liberty, which Horace 
allows of, either in the coining of new, or re- 
floring of ancient expreiCons. Yet though he 
was a profeffed admirer of thefe authors, it was 
not frorn any view of appearing in public ; for 
fuch was his modefty, that he was the only per- 
fon who did not think himfelf qualified for it: 
he read for his own pleafure ^ and writing was 
the only thing be declined, wherein he. was ca- 
pable of pleafing others. Nor was he fo in love 
with poetry, as to negleift any other parts of 
A3 
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good KreraurC) vbidt cidier tfaeir ufefnlnels^. or 
bis own genius, excicttd' him to porfue^ He was 
rery well verfed in the whole compafs of tiatani 
philofophy > and ieetiied^ in his ftadie9y as Welt 
ss hifi writings, to> hare. made Virgil, fair patteiin> 
lind often to haVe broke Ottt i^ith hin»^ into «he 
foDowing rapturous w^l^ ^>

And we have good reafon to befieve^ that mudii 
night have been attained to^ many new difoo»i 
Irenes made, by ib diligent an cn^airer, and £a 
laithful a recorded of phyfical operations. How^ 
ever,' though death prevented our hopes in that 
vefpeA, yet the admiraUe paflages of that kind^ 
whichwe fiad inhispoeia on Cyder, may ctm^ 
vinee us of the nicenefe of his ob&rvations ia 
natural caufes : faeiide this, he was particulady 
flulled in aH manner ol antiqiates^ efpecial^ 
thofe of bis own country ; and part of t)us to«^

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he has, with much art and beauty» : intermixed 
with his poetry- ' 

As to his private charafter, he wa^ beloved by 
all that knew hiihi and admired by thofe who. did 
' not; feme what referved, and filent amco^gilrao? 
gers, but free, familiar, and eafy with his friends : 
the firft was, the effect: of his modefty \ the lat«- 
ter, of his chearful innocence : the one wa8,;the 
proper caution of a wife man ; the other, the 
good-humour of a friend. He was averfe to coit*. 
tentious difputes ; and thought no jtioie fo ill 
fpent, and no wit ib ill ufed, as that w;hich was 
employed in fuch debates. Thus he ncyer con* 
tributed to the uneafinefs of his company, but 
often to their inftru£tion, always to their plea- 
fure. As on the one hand, he declined allftrokcf 
of fatire \ fo, on the other, he detefted flattery 
as much ; and, I believe, would rather have 
been contented with the chara£ier of a dull man, 
than that of a witty, or fervile one, at the ex- 
pence of his humanity,, or fincerity. This fin- 
cerity, indeed, was his diilinguifhing chara<^er| 
and made him as dear to all good men, as his 
wit and learning did to all favourers of true fenfe, 
and letters. 

Upon all thefe accounts, during his ftay in the 
univerfity, he was honoured with the acquaint- 
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ance of the beft and politeft men ia it ; ma&j of 
whom^ who now make confiderable figures,, both 
in the ftate, and in the republic of learning, would 
think h oo diigrace to have their names mention^ 
ed, as Mx. Philips' fticndr. Atid here we muft 
not omi^ that particular f riend&ip which be cone 
trafted with Mr. Edmund Smith, author of the 
incomparable tragedy of PHAED&ii and Hippo- 
L t TUfr ji and who^ upon his deceafe, celebrated 
bis menfiorjr in a fine poem ;. and foon after fot# 
k>wed bim to the grave. Thefe two often com-f 
yiumcated their thoughts to each other ; and: as 
tbeiir iludies lay the fame way, wer^ in^ch t<^ 
tbeir mutual fatisfa^bion^ andimprovemcnt.Forj 
as the mind taj^es no greater pleafore than in si 
ficee and unrcfierved. difcorery of its own notions^ 
fo it caft reap no greater profit than in the corr 
'rc£lion it meets with from the judgement of afiur« 
cere friend., (his, we make no doubt, was a^ 
pleafant as any part of Mr. Philips' life, who had 
afoul capable of relifhing all the fineft enjoyment^ 
of fublime, virtuous, and elegant fpirits. I zm 
fure Mr. Smith, in his poem, to his memory^ 
fpeaks of it as what mofl: affe£led him, and pa-* 
thetically complains for the lofs of it. 
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Whom fliall I find unbyafsM in difputc, 
E^gerto learn, unwilling to confute ? 
To whom the labours of my foul difclofc. 
Reveal my pleafure, or difcharge my woes ? 
O ! in that heav'nly youth for ever ends 
The bcft of fons, of brothers, and of friends. . 

It is to be deplored, indeed, that two great ge- 
niufes, in whofe power it was to have obliged the 
world fo much, fliould make fo fliort a ftay in it > 
though had their date been longer, we can hard- 
ly fay, that time would have added any thing but 
number to their compofitions. It was their bappi- 
nefs to give us all their pieces perfeft in their Tcind ; 
the accuracy of their judgement not fufFering them 
to publilh without th^ greatcft care and correft- 
nefs. For hafty fruits, the common produ£t of 
every injiulicious fancy, feldom continue long, ne- 
ver come to maturity, a;id are, at befk, food only 
for debauched and vitiated palates. Thcfe men 
thought, and confidered before they fat down to 
writer and after they had written too, being ever 
the laft perfons who were fatisfied that they had 
performed well: and even then, perhaps, more in 
compliment to th^ opinion of others, than from 
the convi£lion of their own judgements. 

But it is now time that we lead our author from 
tis univerfity friend to fomc of a higher rank,among 
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irfaom he met with an equal applaufe and admi- 
ration. The reafon of his coming to town, was the 
perfuafion of fome great pcrfons, who engaged 
him to write upon the battle of l^leinhfim*^ and^ 
how well their cxpeftations were anfwerea, it will 
be more proper to mention when we fpeak of his 
works. It is enough at prefent to obferve, that 
this poem brought him into favour and edeem 
with f two of the moft eminent encouragcrs and 
patrons of letters that have appeared in our age : 
the one, famous for his political knowledge and 
univerfaUearningi the other, diftinguiflied for the 
different talents of a refined and polite genius, and 
an indefatigable application to bufinefs, joined 
with an exquifite and fuccefsful penetration in 
affairs of the higheft concern. 

However, though he was much refpe£led by 
tbefe,.and other noble patrons, yet from the mo- 
deft diftruft he entertained of himfelf, it was not 
without fome pain that he enjoyed their company, 
and the fear of offending oftentimes made him 
Icfs-fludious of pleafing. Such was the humble 
opinion he conceived of bis own good qualities, 
that it made them lefs confpicuous to others ; as 
if he was afham'cd that his virtues were greater |j

bad, tbaa to place them in that ornamental light 
which they defcrved. I ^ak this only with re« 
fpeSt to his converfation with his fuperioris, who^ 
knowing his true worthy were more pleafed with 
his endeavours to difgnife it, than if he had fet it 
off with ail the oftentatious gaiety that men of much 
wity but little humility and good«breeding, gene^ 
rai!y affe£l. As this decent (ilence did not preju- 
dice the great againft his wit, fo neither did hl% 
unfolicitous e^iinefs in his fortune at all hinder the 
^marksof their favour and munificence. True it 
h, that he never praifed any one with a fordM 
view,norever facrificed his fincerityto his intereft^ 
having a (bul above ennobiing the vicious ; an4 
as he gave his characters with the fpirit of a poet, 
be obferved at the fame time the fidelity of an 
hiftorian. This,, indeed^ was a part whidi diftin- 
guiflied him as mi»ch from almoft ail^other poetSf 
9S his manner of writing did *> be being one of 
thofe few whp were equally averfe to flattery and 
detraction. He never went out of his way for a 
pan^yxic, or forced his ^vention to be fubfenri" 
ent to bis gratitude; but interwove his cbaraAefs 
fo well with the threadof bispoetryi'andads^ted 
them fo juftly to the merit of the perfons, that 
they all appear naturali beautiful| and of apiece 
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with the poem. If it be reckoned difficjolt to praife 

well, for our author not to err, in lixch a varietjr,

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defervedly, than all the mighty volumes of pro- 
fufe and negligent writers. 

The firft of thefe was the Splendid Shil- 
ling ^ a title as new and uncommon for a poem^ 
as his way of adorning it was^ and which, in the 
opinion of one of the beft and moft unprejudicial 
judges of this age, " is the fined burlcfque poem 
** in the Britifh language*/* Nor was it only 
the fineft of that kind in our tongue, but handled 
in a manner quite different from what had been 
made ufc of by any author of our own, or other 
nations ; the fentiments and ftile being in this 
. both new j whereas in thofe, the jeft lies more 
in allufions to the thoughts and fables of the an- 
cients, than in the pomp of the expreffion. The 
fame humour is continued through the whole, 
and not unnaturally diverfified, as m^ft poems of 
tl?at nature have been before. Out of that variety . 
of circumftances, which his fruitful invention 
inuit fugged to him on fuch a fubje£t, he has not 
chofen any but what are diverting to every reader, 
and fome, that none but his inimitable drefs 
could have made diverting to any. When we 
-read it, we are betrayed into a pleafute that we 
could not expert ; though at the fame time, the 
fublimity of the dile, and gravity of the phrafe,

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fccm to chaftifc that laughter which they pro- 
voke. 

In her bcft light the comic fnufc appears, 
When flic, with borrowed pride, the bulkin v^ears^* 

This was the firft piece that made him known 
to the world j and, though printed from an incor- 
Tt(k copy, gained him an univerfal applaufc; and 
(as every thing new in its kind docs) fet many 
imitators to work ; yet none ever came up to the. 
humour and happy turn of the original. A ge-^ 
nuine edition of it came out fome years after; for 
he was not fo folicitousfor praife, as to haften even 
that, which by the earneft he received from the 
public, he might modeftly aflure himfelf would 
be a procurer of it. 

The next of his poems was that, intitled 
Bleinui^im ; wherein he fliews, that he could 
ufe the fame fubUme and nervous ftile as proper^ 
ly on a fcrious and heroic fubjeft, as he had be- 
fore done on one of a more light and ludicrous, 
nature. We have faid before, at-whofe requeft 
this was wrote ; though he would willingly have 
declined that undertaking, bad not the powerful 
incitements of his friends prevailed upon him, ta 
B 2

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give up his iriodcfty to their judgemcnf. The c»- 
ordium of this piece is a juft allufion to the be- 
ginning of the iEneid, (if that be Virgirs) and 
that of Spencer's Fairy Queek. 

From low and abjeft themes^ the groveling mufe 
Now mounts aerial, to fing of arms 
Triumphant, and emblaze the martial a£ls 
Of Britain's hero ; — 

The fpirit is kept <Sn the fame to the end ; the 
whole being full of noble fentinients, andfmajeftie 
numbers, equal to the Hero whom it extols ; an^ 
not admitting of anyrhr^, (except Mr. AddilbnV 
poem*) on the &m« decafi^r I eamidi forbear 
itientioRing one beMtifu) imitaftioii of Virgil i» 
bii digrefl^ upon the peelical im^Kun, where 

the famous ^TuMarcelluseris— **—!»' fo happi-- 

ly tranOated and applied, that it fliews the l^kit 
of Virgil better than aQ the labours ol hiS' Com- 
mentators : there, fpeaking of the late mar^uiiii 
of Blandfotd, be fay^ i . 

Had thy prefiding ftaf propitious ihone,, 
Shouidft Churchill be I— - 

The addrcfles to his patrons are very fine and 
artificial: the firft^ juft and proper-, and the latter

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•f£ngli(h Memmius, exa£ily appofite to him, to 
whom all the polite part of mankind agree^ in 
applying that of the Roman ; 

— Quern tu dea tempore in omni 

Omnibus ornatum voluifti excellere rebus. 

As to his Cyder, it is pne (if not the only) fi- 
niihed poem, of that length, extant in our lan- 
guage *, the foundation of that work was laid, and 
tbe firft book compofed atOxford^ thefecond, was 
for the moft part, in town. He determined to the 
choice of that fubjeft, by theviolent^paffion he had 
to do fome honour to his qative coui^ry j and hai 
therefore exerted all the powers of gdnius and art 
to make it complete. It is founded upon the mo^- 
delofViRGiL*sGEORGic8; andcomes the near- 
eft of any ocher^ to that admirable poem, which 
the critics preferto the divine ^neid. Yet, though 
it is eafy to difcern who was his guide in that difl 
ficult way, we may obferve, tihat he comes after 
rather like a purfuer, than a follower, npt tracing 
him ftep* after ftep, but chofiog thofe paths in 
which he might eafieft overtake hfm. All Tiis imi- 
tations are far from being fervile, though fome- 
times very clofe ^ at other times, he brings iti a 
i^ew variety, and entertains us with fcenes moce 

B3 
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unexpefted and pleafingi perhapsi than his ma^ 
ftcrs themfelvcs were to thofc who firft faw that 
work. The conduft and management are fuperior 
to all other copyers of that original ; and^ even 
the admired Rapin is much helow him, both in 
defign and fuccefs ; for the Frenchman either 6\h 
hi% gardens with the idle fables of antiquity, or 
new transformations of his own ; and has, in con- 
tradiction to his own rules of criticifm, judici- 
ouily blended the ferigus and fublime ftyle of Vir- 
gil, with the elegant turns of Ovid in his Meta« 
morpbofesr* Nor has the great genius of Mr. 
Cowley fucceeded better in his books of Plants^ 
who, befides the fame faults with the former, is 
continually varying his numbers from onjc fort of 
verfe to another, and alluding to remote hints of 
medicinal writers, which, though allowed to h6 
ufeful, are yet fo numerous, that they flatten the 
dignity of the verfe, and fink it from a poem ta 
a treatife of phyfic. It is not out of envy to the 
merit of thefc great men (and who will ever he 
fuch in fpite of envy) that we take notice of thefe 
miftakcs, but only to fliew the judgement of him 
who followed them, in avoiding to commit the 
fame. Whatever fcencs he prefents us with^ 
appear delicate and charming j the philofophi- 
e^l touches furpriz^j the moral inftru£t> and the- 
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giy defcriptions tranfport th^ reader. Sometimes 
be opens the bowels of the earth ; at others^ be 
paints its furface } (bmetimes he dwells upon itai 
lower pfodu&S| and fruits i at others, mounts to 
ks higher and more ftately plantations, and then 
beautifies it with the innocent pleafures of its in- 
habitants. Here we are taught the nature and va- 
riety of foils i there the difference of vegetables, 
the fports of a rural, the retirement of a contemp- 
lative life, the working geniuS; of the hufbandman^ 
the induftry of the mechanic, contribute as mucU 
to diverfify, as the due praifes of exalted patriots, 
heiroes, and ftatefmen, to raife and ennoble the 
poetry. The change of feafons, and their diftinc- 
tions, introduced by the rifing and fetting of the 
ftars, the effe^s of heat, cold, fhowers, and tem- 
pefts, are in their feveral places v^ry ornamental, 
and their defcriptions inferior only to thofe of 
Virgil. 

It would be difficult, as well as ufelefs, to give 
particular inftances of his imitations of the lail 
mentioned poet : men of tafte and learning will 
themfelves obferve them with, pleafurej and it 
would be to no purpore to quote them to the lU 
literate : to the one, it would be a fort of an af- 
front 5 to the o.ther, but an infipid entertainment. 
Hilton^ we are informed, could repeat the bcft 
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part of Homer ; and the perfon of whom we write, 
could do the fame of Virgil, and by continually 
reading him, fortunately equalled the variety of 
his numbers. This alone ought to be a fufficient 
anfwer to thofe who wlfli this poem had been wrote 
';n rhime, fince then it muft have loft half its beau- 
ties J it being impoflible, but that the fame undi^ 
ftinguifhable tenour of verification, and returns 
. of clofe, fhould make it very unharmonious to a 
judicious and mu^cal ear. The beft judges of our 
nation have given their opinions againft rhime, e- 
venthey, who ufed it with the greateft admiration 
and fuccefsi could not forbear condemning the 
practice. lam not ignorant, to what a height 
fome modern writers have carried this art, and 
adapted it to exprefs the moft fublime ideas ; yet 
this has been in much fliorter poems than the 
prefent ; and I doubt not but the fame perfons 
would have rejected it, were they to write upon 
the like occafion. I Ihall not fo far enter into 
the difpute concerning the preference of thefe 
diiFerent manners of writing, as to ftate and an- 
fwer the objjcaiona on each fide. It is true, Mr* 
Dryden thought that Milton's choice of blank 
Yerfe proceeded from his inability to rhime well ; 
and, as good a reafon might eafily be given foe 
Itts o^n choice ^ it being certain^ he had the; 
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p-rrfefk sMTt and myftery of one, aad could havt 
been Vut fecond in the othen 

Howevery we leave this queftion to be decided 
by thofe^ whofe (ludie^ and dcfigns tb excel in 
poetry may oblige them to*a m©re exa^ enquiry : 
For my p4rt> 1 think it no more a difreputatioii 
to Mr. Philips, that he did not write in rhimc, 
than it is to Virgil, that he has not compofed 
odes or elegies. The bent of out genius is what 
we ought to piirfue ; and if we anfwer our defigns 
ia that, it is fufficient. The critics would make 
a man lat^, to hear him gravely difputing front 
licde hints cif Aok authc^rsy whether Virgil coi^ld 
'^not hsve wrote better fattres^ or Horace a good 
^ipic poem* 

But to retom frcrm this digreiEon to my deGga,i 
I would not have it thought that Iprefumcta mate 
a criticifm upoa the works of our author, or tbofb 
of others. Thefe are only the fentiments of one^ 
who is indifferent how they are received, if they 
have the good fortune not to prejudice his memory, 
for whofe fake ^hey were written. I {hall add but 
one remark m^re^ipon this fubjeft^ which is the 
great difficulty of making our Englifh names of 
plants, foils, animals, and indruments, ihine in 
verfc ; there are hardly aiiy of thofe, which^ in 
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the Latin tongue, are not in thcmfelvcs beautiful 
and cxpreflivc} and very few in our own, which 
do not rather <lebafe than exalt the ftile. And yet, 
I know not by what art of the poet, thefe wordi, 
though in themfelves riJean and low, feem not to 
fink the dignity of his ftile, but became thdr 
places as well as tbofe of a better and more bar* 
monious found. 

I cannot leave the Cyder, without taking no- 
tice, that the two books are addreifed to two geh- 
tJemen, of whom it is enough to fay, that they 
were Mr. Philips* friends and favourers, aad- 
whofe chara£ters, without the help of a weaker 
band, will be tranfmittcd to pofterity. Nor mifl: 
. we omit that iignal honour which this piece re*^ 
ceived after his deceafe,' in being tranflated into 
Italian by a nobleman of Florence, an honour 
which the great Boileau was proud his art of 
poetry obtained, in a language of much lefs de- 
licacy and politenefs*. It may be fome pleafure 
to obferve the turn which Mr. Smith gives this 
paffage in the following verfes f :" 

• Monficur Boileau** Art oy Poetry was tranflated 
iato Portugucfc by the coup^ de Ericeyra. 

t See Mr. Smith*! Poem on his death. 
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See mighty Cofmo's counfellor and friend. 
By turns on Cofmo, and the bard attend: 
Rich in the coins and buds of antient Rome, 
In him he brings a nobler treafure home ; 
In them he views her gods, and domes defign'd. 
In him the foul of Rome, and Virgil's mighty 
To him for eafe retires from toils of ftate, (mind: 
Not half fo proud to govern as tranflate. 

All that we have left more of this poet, is a 
Latin Ode, infcribed to the honourable Henry. 
Saint John, Efq^ late lord Bolingbroke, which U 
certainly a mafler-piece : the ftile is pure and ele* 
gant, the fubje£): of a mixed nature, refembling 
the fublime fpirit, and gay facetious humour of 
Horace. From this we may form a judgement, 
;that bis writings in that langu?ige were not infe- 
rior to thofe he has left us in our own ; and as 
Horace was otle of his darling authors, we need 
not queftion his ability to excel in his way, as well 
as that of the admired Virgi^ 

By^ all the enquiry I could make, I have not 
found that he ever wrote any thing more than 
what we have mentioned, nor indeed if there arc 
any, am I very folicitous about them, being con- 
vinced that thefe are all which he finifhed, and 
it would be an injury to his aihes to print any 
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imperfcQt fketcfaes which he never defigned (or 
the public. It might, perhaps, pleafe fome to fee 
the £rft eflays of a great genius, but confidering 
how apt we are to impofe upon ourfelves and o^ 
there in matters of that kind, it is unfair to hazard 
the reputation of the writer for the fancy of the 
reader. It is a filly vanity that fome men have 
delighted in, of informing the world how young 
they were when they compofed fome particular 
pieces ; if they were not good, it is no matter at 
what age they were wrote j and if they are, it is 
a great chance, if ihey proceed, if they do not 
write beneath thcmfdves. 

We have almoft as little to fay in refpeft rf 
our author's farther defigns, only that we arc 
uiTured by his/riends, that he intended to write 
a Poem upon the Refurrediion, and the Day 
of Judgement, in which it is probable, he would 
not only have exceeded all other, but even his 
own performances. That fubjeft, indeed, was 
only proper to be treated of in that folemn ftilc 
which he makes ufe of, and by one whofe juft 
t)Otioi>8 of religion, and true fphrit of poetry, 
could have (arried his reader, without a wild 
<nthufiafm,

MiU6n has given a few fine touches upon the 
fame; but ftill there remains an incxhauftible 
ftore of materials to be drawn from the prophetSj 
tJe pfalmifts, and the other infpired writers, 
which, in his poetical drefs, might, without the 
falfe boafting of old poets, have endured to the 
DAT that it defcribed. The meaneft foul, and 
the loweft imagination, cannot think of that time, 
and the defcriptions we meet with of it in holy- 
writ, without the greateft emotion, and the dcep- 
cft impreffion. What then might we not expc£b 
from the believing heart of a good man, and the 
regulated flights and raptures of an excellent' 
Chriflian poet ? His friend, Mr Smith, feems to 
be of the fame opinion ; and a4 he was a better 
judge of the fcheme which he had laid down,;ind 
I>robably had feen the firft rudiments of his de- 
fign, we fliall finifli this head with his verfes on 
thatoccafion: 

O ! had relenting heaven prolohgM his daye. 
The towVing bard had fung in nobler lays, 
How the lad trumpet wakes the lazy dekd. 
How faints alpft the crofs triumphant fprea^$ 
How opening heavens their happy regions (hew. 
And ysiwfiio^ ^ph» with flaming^venge^iiec glow, 
And faints r^oice abo^e, and finhers howl below, 
C 
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Well might he fmg the day he could lu ^ar, 
j^nd paint the glories he was fure to wear. 

Thofe who have had either any knowledge of 
his perfon, or relifli of his coiKpofitions, will ca- 
fily agree in the judgement here given, as the ge- 
nerality of men of fenfe and learning have alrea- 
dy done in refpeft of thofe which he lived to pu^ 
blifli. For my part, I never heard but of one * who 
took it in his head to cenfure his writings ; and 
it is no great compliment to his judgement, that 
he has the honour to ftand alone in that reflec- 
tion. It were eafy to retort upon him, were it 
not ungenerous to blaft the fruits of his latter 
fpring, f by comparing them with the crudities 
of the firft. That fa tire upon our author has, 
with its other brethren, been dead long fincc ; 
and, I believe, the world would have quite for- 
got that ever it had had any being, had not Mr, 
Smith taken care to inform us of it in a $ work 
of a more durable nature.

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HowiBveF, thcTugh there is this one unjuft- ex- 
ception to bis writings; there is none to his life^ 
M^hicb was diftinguifhed by a natural goodnef^^ 
a well-grounded and unafFeftf d piety, an univer- 
fal charity, and a ftcady adherence to his princi-. 
pies. No one obferved the natural and civil da- 
ties of life with a ftriftcr regard, whether thofe 
of a forf, a friendf, or a member of a fociety ; and 
he had the happinefs to fill every one of thefe 
parts without even the fufpicion either of unduti* 
fulnefs, infincerity, or difrefpeft. Thus he con* 
tinued to the laft, not owing his virtues to the 
happinefs of his conftitution, but the frame of 
bis mind ; infomuch, that during a long ai^d lin-^ 
gering ficknefs, which is apt to ruffle the fmooth- 
eft temper, he never betrayed any difcontcnt or 
uneafinefs, the integrity of bis heart ftill preferved 
the cheerfulnefs of his fpirits. And if his friends 
had meafured their hqpes of his life only by his 
unconcernednefs in his ficknefs, they could not 
b»t conclude, that either his date would be muclt 
longer, or that he was at all times prepared for 
death. 

He had long been troubled with a lingering 

coniumption, attended with an afthma; and.the 

fummer before he died, by the advice of his phy- 

ficians, he went to the Bath, where, although hc:

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had the ailiftance of the ableft of the faculty^ hy 
whom he was generally beloved, he only got fome 
prefenteafej and returned from thence, but with 
fmall hopes of a recovery j and, upon the rclapfc 
of his diftempers^ he died at Hereford the 15th 
i?f February enfuing, Anno 1 708. 

He was interred in that cathedral ^ and the foU 
lowing infeription is upon his grave*ftone,. «

She itrtkes rebounding, whence the (hatterM oal^ 
So fierce a rock unable to withftand. 
Admits the fea ; in at the gaping fide 
The crouding waves gu(h with Impetuous rag^ 
Kefiftlefs, overwhelming ; horrors fei2e 
TJie mariners, death in their eyes appears, (pfdfi. 
They ftare, they lave, they pump, they fwe^r,tl|ic; 
(Vain efibrts 1) ftill the batteiing wavearuih i% 
Implacable, till delug'd by the foamj 
Thd (hip finks foundering In the raft abylt^ 
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FROM low and zh]e€t themes the grov'ling 
Now mounts aerial to fing of arms (mufe 
Triumphant) and emblaze the martial a£):s 
Of Britain's hero ; may the verfe not fink 
Beneath his merits, but detain a while 
Thy ear, O Harlcy ! (tho' thy country's weal 
Depends 6n thee, tfao' mighty Anmb requires 
Thy hourly counfels) fince with every art 
Thyfelf adom'd the mean eflays of youth 
Thou wilt not damp, but guide wherever founds 
The willing genius to the mufes^icat : 
Therefore the firft, andlaft, the mufe fhall fing. 

Long had the Gallic monarch uncontreuFd 
Enlarged his borders, and of human force 
E - 
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Opponent flightly thought, in heart elate, , 
As erft Sefoftris, (proud ^Egyptian king. 
That monarchs harnafs'd to his chariot yokt, 
(Bafe fervitude !) and his dethron'd compeers 
Laflrd furious 5 they in fuUen majefty 
Drew the uneafy load.) Nor Icfs he aim'd 
At univerfal fway : for William's arm 
Could nought avail, however fam'd in war ; 
Nor armies leagu'd, that diverfly aflay'd 
To curb his power enormous ; like an oak " 
That ftands fecure, tho* all the winds employ 
Their ccafelefs rore, and only flieds its leaves. 
Or mart, which the revolving fpring reftores : 
So flood he, and alone ; alone defy'd 
The European thrones combined, and ftill 
Had fet at nought their machinations vain. 
But that great Anne, weighing th* events of War 
Momentous, in her prudent heart, thee chofe. 
Thee, Churchill ! to direflr in nice extremes 
Her bannered legions. Now their priftine worth 
The Britons recoUefl;, and gladly change 
Sweet native home for unagcuftom'd air. 
And other climes, where different food and foil 
Portend diftempers j over dank, and dry. 
They journey toilfome, unfatiguM with length 
Of march, unftruck with horror at the fight 
Of Alpine ridges black, high ftretching hills, 
AU white with fummer fnows. They go beyond 
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The trace of Englifli fteps, where fcarccthe found 
Of Henry's arms arriv'd j fuch ftrength of heart 
Thy conduQ: and example gives ; nor fmall 
Encouragement, Godolphin, wife and juft. 
Equal in merit, honour and fuccefs. 
To Burleigh, (fortunate alike to ferve 
The bell of queens :) he, of the royal ftore 
Splendidly frugal, fits whole nights devoid 
Of fweet rcpofe, induftrious to procure 
The foldier's eafe 5 to region far remote 
His care extends, and to the Britilh hoft 
Makes ravaged countries plenteous as their Owfl.' 
And now, O Churchill f at thy wifliM approach^ 
The Germans hopclefs of fucccfs, forlorn, 
WHh^ many an inroad gorM, their drooping cheer 
New anhnated roufc. Not more rejoice 
The miferable race of men, that live 
Benighted half the year, benumb'd with froft? 
Perpetual, and rough Boreas' keencft breath. 
Under the polar bear, inclement iky, 
When firft the fun with new-born light removes 
The long incumbent gloom. Gladly to thee 
Heroic laureled Eugene yields the prime. 
Nor thinks it diminution, to be rank'd 
In military honour next, altho* 
His deadly hand (hook the Turcheftan throne 
Accurs'd, and prov'd in far divided lands 
YiSorious 5 on thy pow'rful fword alone 
E 2 
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Germama, and the Bdgic coaft relies. 

Won from th' incroaching fea rtbat fword great 

Fix'd not in vain on thy puiflant fide, (Anns 

When thee (h' enroU'd her garter'd knights among, 

Illuftrating the nob(e lift ; her hand 

Aflures good omens, and faint George's worth 

Enkindles like defire of high exploits : 

Immediate fieges, and the tire of war 

Roll in thy eager mind ; thy plumy creft 

Nods horrible, with more terrific port 

Thou walk'ft, and fipem'ft already in the fight. 

What fpoils, what conquefts then did Albion hofi«. 
From thy atchiey^ments ! yet thou haft furpaft 
Her boldeft vows, exceeded what thy foes 
Could fear, or fancy ; they, in multitude 
Superior, fed their thoughts with profpcft vwb^ 
Of viftory and rapine, reckoning what 
From ranfomM. captives would accrue. Thus one 
Jovial his mate Wcfpoke ; O friend ! obferve. 
How gay with all th' accoutrements'of war (come 
The Britons come, with gold well fraught they 
Thus far, ourjprcy^ and tempt us to fubdue 
Their recreant force 5 how will their bodies ftript 
Enrich the vigors, while the vultures fate 
Their maws with full repaft ! Another, warm'd 
With high ambition, and conceit of prowefs 
Inherent, arrogantly thus prefum'd : 
What if this fword, full often drench'd in blood 
Of bafe autagonifts, with griding edge 
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Should now cleave iheer the execrable head 
Of Churchill, met in arms ! or if this hand. 
Soon as his army difarray'd 'gins fwerve> 
Should ftay him flying with retentive gripe, 
Confounded, and appaPd ! no trivial price 
Should fet him free, nor fmall fliould be my praifc 
To lead him fhackled, and expofe to fcorn ' 
Of gath'ring crouds the Briton's boafted chief, 

ihusthey, in fportive mood, their empty taunta 
And menaces cxprcfs'd j nor could their prince 
In arms, vain Tallard, from opprobrious fpeech 
Refrain : Why halt ye thus, ye Britons ? why 
Decline the war ? Shall a morafs forbid 
Your eafy march ? Advance ; we'll bridge a way^ 
Safe of accefs. Imprudent, thus t' invite 
A furious lion to his folds ! that boafl 
He ill abides, captiv'd in other pMght 
He foon revifits Brittany, that once 
Relplendent came, with ftretcht retinue girtj^, 
And pompous pageantry : O haplefs fate. 
If any arm, but Churchill's had prevail'd ! 

No need fuch boafts, or exprobations fjilfe 
Of cowardice J the military mound 
The Britifh files tranfcend, in evil hour 
For their proud foes that fondly brav'd their fatc^ 
And now on either fide the trumpet blewj 
Signal of onfet, rcfolution firm 
Infpiring, and pernicious love of war. 
' . E 3 . - 
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The adverfe fronts in rusful confli£l meet, 
CoUe^iing all their might ; for on th' event 
Decifive of- this bloody day depends 
The fate of kingdoms: with lefs vehemence 
The great competijters for Rome engag'd, 
Cxfar, and Pompey; on Pbarfalian plains. 
Where ftern BeUona, with one finid ftroke^ 
Adjttdg'd the empire of this globe to one. 
Here the Bavarian duke his brigades lead^. 
Gallant In arms, aud gaudy to behold. 
Bold champion ! brandifliing his Noric blade,, 
Bed temper'd fteel, fuccefidcfs prov'd in fiel^ i^ 
Next Tallard^ with his Celtic infantry (prompt 
Prefumptuous comes : here Churchill, not fo 
To vaunt, as fight, his hardy cohorts joins 
With Eugene's Ger manforce. Now from each vaa 
The brazen inftruments of death difcharge 
Horrible flames, and turbid ftreaming clouda 
Of fmoke fulphureous ; intermixed with thcfc 
Large globus irons fly, of dreadful hifis. 
Singing the air, and from long diftance* bring 
Surprizing flaughter i on each fide they fly 
By chains connext, and with deftruSivc fweep' . 
Behead whole troops at once ; the hairy fcalpe 
Are whirl'd aloof, while numerous trunks beftrow 
Th' enfawguin'd field j with latent mifchicf ftof A 
Showers of granadocs rain, by fuddeo burft 
Difploding murderous bowels, fragments of fteel^ 
And ftoncs, and glafs, }nd nitrous grain aduft. 
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A thoufand way^s at once the fhiver'd orbs . 
Fly divcrfe, working torment, and foul rout 
With deadly bruife, and gaflies furrow'd deep. 
Of pain impatient, the higl^prandng deeds 
Difdain the curb, and 4ipging to and fro, . 
Spurn their difmounted' Aders ; they expire 
Indignant, by unhoftile wounds deftroy'd. 

Thus thro' each army death, in various (hapes> 
Prevail'd ; here mangled limbs, here brains and gore 
Lie clotted ; lifelefs fome : with anguifh thefe 
Gnalhing, and loud laments invoking aid, 
Unpity'd, and unheard 5 the louder din 
Of guns, and trumpets clang, and Tolemn found 
Of drums, o'ercame their groans. In equal fcale 
Long hung the fight, few marks of fear were feen^ 
None of letreat : as when two adverfe windsj 
Sublimed from dewy vapours, in mid iky 
Engage with horrid fhock, the ruffled brine 
Roars ilormy, they together dafh the clouds^ 
Levying their equal force with utmoft rkge i 
Long undecided lafts the airy ftrife. 

So they, iiicens'd : 'till Churchill, viewing where 
The violence of Tallard moff prevail'd. 
Came to oppofe his flaught*ring arm ; with fpeed 
Precipitant he rode, urging his way 
0*er hills of gafping heroeSj and fall'n fteeds 
Rolling in death : deftruflion, grim with blood. 
Attends his furious courfe. Him thus enrag'd 
Delcjrying from afar fome engineer^ 
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Dextrous to guide the unerring charge, defign'd 
By oiic nice fhot to terminate the war. 
With aim direft the levcird bullet flevr. 
But mifs'd her fcope (for deftiny withftood 
Tli' approaching wound) and guiltlefs ploughed her 
Beneath his courfer ; round his facred head (way 
The glowing balls play innocent, while he 
With dire impetuous fway deals fatal blows, 
Amongft the fcatter'd Gauls. But O ! beware^ 
Great warrior, nor too prodigal of life 
Expofc the Britifli fafcty : hath not Jove 
Already warn'd thee to withdraw ! Referve 
Thyfeif for other palms. Ev'n now thy ^id 
Eugene, with regiments unequal preft> 
Awaits : this day of all his honours gain'd 
Defpoils him, if thy fuccour opportune 
Defends not the fad hour : permit not thou> 
So brave a leader with the vulgar herd 

To bite the ground unnoted r-Swift, and fiercer. 

As wintry ftorm, he flies, to reinforce 
The yielding wing ; in Gallic blood again 
He dews his reeking fword, and ftrews the grounct 
With headlefs ranks ; (fo Ajax interpos'd 
His fcven-fold ihield, and Ikreca'd Laertes' fon^. 
For valour much, and warlike wiles renown'd,. 
When the infulting Trojans urg'd him fore 
With tilted Ipears :) unmanly dread invades 
The French aftony'd j ftraight theit ufelefs arms. 
They quit, and in their fwift retreat confide,. 
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TJnfcemly. yelling v Aiftant hills return 
The hideous noife. What can they do ? or^ how 
With(land his wide deftroying fword? or where 
Find Ihelter thus repuls'd ? Behind with wrath , 
Refiftlefs, th' eager Englifli champions prcfs, ^ 
Chaftifing tardy flight ; before them rolls. 
His current fwift the Danube, vaft, and deep, 
Supream of rivers ; to the frightful brink, 
Urg'd by compulfive arms, foon as they Jreach'dj 
New horror chill'd their veins^ devote they faw 
Themfelves to wretched doom*, with efforts vaip^ 
Encourag'd by dcfpair, or obftinate 
To fall like men in arms, fome dare renew 
Feeble engagement, meeting glorious fate 
On the firm land ; the reft difcomfited. 
And pufti'd by Marlborough's avengeful hand. 
Leap plunging in the wide extended flood : 
BandS| numerous as the Mempbian foldiery 
That fwell'd the Erythraean wave, when wall'd 
The unfroze waters marvelloufly flood, 
Obfervant of the great command. Upbore 
By frothy billows thoufands float the ftream 
In cumbrous mail, with love of farther (hore ; 
Confiding in their hands,- that fed'lous ftrive 
To cut th' outragious fluent ; in this diftrefs 
Ev'n in the fight of death, feme, tokens fliew 
Of fearlefs friendfhip, and their finking mates 
Suftain ; vain love, tho' laudable ! abforpt 
By a fierce eddy, they together found 
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Th^ vaft profundity ; tkcir horfes paw 
Thefwelliftgfurgc, with fruitlefs toil : furcharg^d. 
And in bis courfc obftruded by large fpoil. 
The river flows redundant, and attacks 
The ling'ring remnant with unufaal tide; 
Then rolling back, in his capacious lap 
Ingulfs their whole militia, quick immerft. 
So when fome fwel taring travellers retire 
T-o leafy fhades, near the cool funlefs verge 
Of Faraba, Brafilian ftream ; her tail 
Of vaft extenfion, from her watry den, 
A grifly Hydra fuddenly (hoots forth, 
Infidious, and with curl*d invenom'd train 
Embracing horridly, at once the crew 
Into the river whirles ; th' unweeting prey 
Entwifted roars, the parted wave rebounds- 

Nor did the Britifli fquadrons now furceafe 
To gall their foesio'erwhelm'd j full many felt 
In the moift element a fcorching death, 
Pierc'd finking; Ihrouded in a dufky cloud 
The current flows, with livid miflive flames 
Boiling, as once Pergamian Xanthusboil'd, 
Inflam'd by Vulcan, when the fwift-footed fon 
of Peleus to his baleful banks purfu'd 
The ftraggling Trpjans : Nor lefs eager drove 
VifVorious Churchill his defponding foes 
Into the deep immenfe, that many a league 
Impurpled rah, with gufliing gore diftain'd. 
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Thus the 'experienc'd valour of one man^ . 
Mighty in confllft, refcu'd.harraft powers 
From ruin impendent^ and th* affli£ted throne 
Imperial, that once lorded o'er the world, 
Suftain'd. With prudent (lay, he long deferr'd 
The rough contention, nor would deign to rout 
An hoft difparted •, when, in union firm 
Embody'd, they advanc'd, colledlirig all 
Their ftrength, and worthy feem'd to be fubdu'd y 
He the proud boafters fent, with ftern aflault, 
Down to the realms of night. The Britifti fouls, 
(A lamentable race !) that ceas'd to breathe, 
On Landen-plains, this heav'nly gladfome air. 
Exult to fee the crouding ghofts defcend 
Unnumber'd 5 well aveng'd, they quit the cares 
Of mortal life, and drink th' oblivious lake. 
Not fo the new inhabitants : They roam 
Erroneous, and difconfolate, themfelves 
Accufing, and their chiefs, improvident 
Of military chance 5 when lo ! they fee. 
Thro' the dun mill, in-blooming beauty frefli. 
Two lovely youths, that amicably walkt 
O'er verdant meads, and pleas'd, perhaps, revolv'd 
Anna's late conquefts ; one, to empire born. 
Egregious prince ! whofe oianly childhood fhew'd 
His mingled parents, and portended joy 
Unfpeakable ; thou, his aifociate dear 
Once in this world, nor now by fate disjoined^ 
Had thy prefiding (tar propitious (honCi 
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Shoddft CburchUl be ! but faeayen fevcre cut (hort 
Their fpringing years^ nor would this ifle fliould 
Gifts fo ittiportant ! Them the Gallic ihades (boaft 
Surveying, read in either radiant look . 
Marks of exceiBve dignity and grace^ 
Delighted ; tilli in one, dieir curious eye 
Difcerns their great fubduer's awful mein^ 
And correfponding features fair ; to them 
Confufion I ftraight the airy phantoms ^eet. 
With headlong hafte, and dread a new purfuit* 
The image pleas'd with joy paternal fmilcs. 

Enough) O mufe ! the fadly pleafing theme 
Leave, with thefe dark abodes, and re-afcend 
To breathe the upper air where triumphs wait 
The conq'ror, and fav'd nations joint acclaim. 
Hark ! how the cannon, inoffenHve now. 
Give figns of gratulation ; ftruggling crouds 
From every city flow ; with ardent gaze 
Fixt, they behold the Britifli guide, of fight 
Infatiatc, whilft his great redeeming hand 
Each prince aflTedls to touch refpe£J:ful Sec, 
How Pruflia's king tranfported entertains 
Hi5j mighty gueft ; to h'ltn the royal pledge, 
Hope of his realm, commits, (with better fate, 
Than to the Trojan chief Evander gave 
Unhappy PallasJ and intreats to fhew

See, with what joy, him Leopold declares 
His great deliverer ; and eourts t' accept 
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Of titles, with fupcTiot modcfty 

Better rcfu8*d. Mean while the haughty king 

Farhumblerthoughtsnowleams; dcfpair, and fear 

Now firft he feels ;' his latrrels aH at once 

Torn from his aged head, in Kfe's extreme, 

Diftra£k his foul ; nor can great Bbileatfs harp 

Of various founding wire, beft taught to claim 

Whatever paffion, and exalt the foul 

With highcft ftrains, his languid fpirits cheer : 

Rage, ftiame, and grief, alternate in his bread. 

But who can tell what pangs, what fharp remorfe 
Torment the Boian prince ? Prom native foil 
ExiKd by fate, torn from the dear embrace 
Of weeping con fort, and depriv'd the fight 
Of his young guiltlefs progeny, he feeks 
Inglorious flielter, in an aHen land ; 
Deplorable ! but that his mind ayerfe 
To right, imi itifincere, wtmld violate ^ 
His plighted faith : why did he not accept 
Friendly compofuTe oflfei'd ? or well weigh. 
With whom he mull contend? Encountering fierce 
The Solym[sean fiiltan^, he overthrew 
His moony troops, returning bravely fmear*d 
With painiinr blood efFtrs^d ; nor did the Gaul 
Not find him once a baleful* foe : but when. 
Of council rafh, new meafiires he purfues. 
Unhappy. prince f (no more a prince) he fccs 
Too latf bi$ error^ forced t'implore lelief 
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Of him, he once dcf y'd. O dcftitutc 
Of hopc,unpityM ! thou fhould'ftfirft have thought 
Of pcrfevering ftedfaft ; now upbraid 
Thy own inconftant ill-afpiring heart. 
Lo f how the Noric plains^ thro' thy default. 
Rife hilly, with large pile^ of flaughter'd knights, 
Beft men, that warPd ftill firmly for their priuce, 
Tho' faithlefs, and unfliaken duty^ fhew'd : . 
Worthy of better end. W here cities ftood, 
Well fenc'd, and numerous, defolation reigns. 
And cmptinefs, difraay'd, unfed, unhoused. 
The widow and the orphan ftrele around 
The delart wide ; with oft retorted eye 
They view the gaping walls, and poor remains 
Of manfions, once their own (now loathfome 
Of birds obfcene,) bewailing loud the lofs (haunts 
Of fpoufe, or fire, or fon, ere manly prime 
Slain in fad conflid, and complain of fate 
As partial, and too rigorous •, nor find 
Where to retire themfelves, or wher^ appeale 
Th' affliftive keen defire of food, expos'd ' 
To winds, and ftorms, and jaws of favage beafts. 
Thrice happy Albion ! from the world disJQin'd 
By heaven propitious, blefsful feat of peace ! 
Learn from thy neighbour's miferif s to prize 
Thy welfare-, crown'dwith nature's choiceft gift«^ 
Remote thou hear'ft the dire eflPed of wary 
Depopulation, toxd alone of fear, ^ 

And pcrU, whilft the djfroal fymphouy 
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Of drums and ciarion9 other realms annoys. 
'Th' Iberian fcepter undecided, here 
Engages mighty hofts in wafteful ftrife ; 
From different climes the flower of youth defcends 
Down to the Lufitanian vales, refolv'd 
With utmoft^hazard to enthrone their prince^ 
Gallic, or Auftrian ; havoc dire enfues. 
And wild uproar : the natives dubious whom 
They muft obey, in confternation wait. 
Till rigid conqueft will pronounce their liege. 
Nor is the brazen voice of war unheard 
On the mild Latian fhore : what fighs and tears 
Hath Eugene czus'd I How many widows curfe 
His cleaving faulchibn ! FeVtile foil in vain ! 
What do tiry paftures, or thy vines avail, 
Beft boon of heaven ! or huge Taburnus, clotVd 
With olives, when the cruel battle mows 
The phnters, with their harveft immature ? 
Sec, with what outrage from the frofty north. 
The early valiant Swede draws forth his wings 
In batailous array, while Volga's ftream 
Se^ds oppofite, in fliaggy armour clad, . 
Her borderers *, on mutual {laughter bent, 
They rend their countries. How is Poland vext 
With civil broils, while two ele£led kings 
Contenit for fway ? Unhappy nation, left 
Th-us free of choice ! The Englifli undifturb'd 
With^ fuch fad privilege, fubmifs obey (due^

From fccpter'd kings, in long dcfcent dertv'd^

Cut fampiiirc, to excite the fqueamifh guft 
Of pamper'd luxury. Then, let thy ground 
Not lye unlaboured 5 if the richeft ftem 
Refufe to thrive, yet who would doubt to plant 
Somewhat, that may to human ufe redound, 
And penury, the word of ills, remove ? 
There arc, who, fondly ftudipus of increafc, 
Ri6h foreign mold on their ill-naturM land 
Induce laborious, and with fat'nihg muck 
Befmear the roots i in vain ! the nurfling grove 
Seems fair a while, cheriih'd with fofter earth :

Thus the great light of heaven that in his courfc

Perceive his influence dire 5 fwelt'ring they run 
To grots, and caves, and the cool umbrage feel; 
Of woven acborets, and oft the rills 
Still ftreaming freA rcvifit, to allay 
Thirft inextiiTguifliaHe : but if the fpring 
Preceding (hould be dcftitute of rain. 
Or blafl feptentrional with bruflUng wkigs • 
Sweep up the fmoaky mills, and vapours damp^. 
Then wo to mortaFs ! Titan then exerts

Then maladies of various kinds,, and names un-

Reigns far and near 5 grim death, in different

His vidims, youths, and virgins, in their flower. 
Relaxant die, and fighin^ leave their loves 
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Unfini(h'd, by infed^ioue heaven deftroyM. 

Such heats prevaird^ when fair £lizt> laft 
Of Winchcomb^s name (next thee in bloody and 
O f aireft St John I ) left this toilibme world (worth. 
In beauty's prime, and fadden'd all the year : 
Nor could her virtues, nor repeated vows 
Of thoufand lovers, the relentlefs h^nd 
Of death arreft ; £be with the vulgar fell^ 
Onl^ diftinguilh'd by this humble verfe. 

But if itpleafe the Tun's intcn^p'rate force 
To know, attend ; whilft I of aiitient fame 
The annals trace, and image to thy mind^ 
How our fore-fathers, (lucklefs men !) ingulft 
By the wide yawning earth, to Stygian {hades 
Went quick, in one fad fepulchre enclosed* 

In elder days, ere.yet the Roman band5 
Viftorious, this our other world fubdu'd, 
A fpacious city.ftopd, with firmed walls 
Sure mounded, and with numerous turrets crownM^ 
Aerial fpires, and citadels, the feat 
Of kings, and heroes refolute in war, 
FamM Ariconium ; uncontrouFd and free, 
Till all^fubduing Latian arms prevailed. 
Then alfo, tho' to foreign yoke fubmifs. 
She ondemolifb*d ftood, and even til! now 
Perhaps had ftood, of aiitient Britifli art 
A pleafing monument, not lefs admired

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Than what from Attic,' or Etrufcan hands ' " 
Arofe ; had not the heavenly powers averfe 
Decreed her final doom : for now the fields 
Laboured with third, Aquarius had not fhed 
His wonted fhowers, and Sirius parch'd with heat 
Solftitial the green herb : hence 'gan relax 
The ground's contexture, hence Tartarean dregs. 
Sulphur, and nitrous fpume, enkindling fierce, 
Beliow'd within their darkfome caves, by far ' 
More difmal than the loud difploded roar 
Of brazen engin*ry, that ceafelefs ftorm 
The baftjon of a well built city, deem'd 
Impregnable : th' infernal winds, 'till now 
Clofely imprifon'd, by Titanian warmth, 
Dilating, and with un'£luous vapours fed, 
Difdain**d their narrow cells; and, their full.

No art averts this peft ; on thee it lies 
With morning and with evening hand to rid 
The preying reptiles ; nor, if wife, wilt thou 
Decline this labour/ which itfelf rewards 
With pleafing gain, whilft the warm limbic dravi^ 
Salubrious waters from the nocent brood. 

Myriads of wafps now alfo cluftring hang, 
And drain a fpurious honey from thy groves, 
Their w:inter food ; though eft rcpulft, again 
They rally undifmay'd : but fraud with '^afe 
Enfnares the noifom fwarms 5 let ev'ry bough 
Bear frequent vials, pregnant with the dregs 
Of Moyle, or Mum, or Treacle's vifcous juice y 
They, by th* alluring odor drawn, in hafte 
Fly to the dulcet cates, and crouding fip 
Their palatable bane 5 joyful thou'lt fee 
The clammy furface all p'erftrown with tribes 
Of greedy infcfts, that with fruitlefs toil 
Flap filmy pennons oft, to extricate 
Their ficet, in liquid (hackles bound, 'till death 
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Bereave them of their worthlefs fouls; fuch doom 
Waits luxuryi and lawlefs love of gain ! 

Howc'er thou may'ft forbid external force, 
Inteftine. evils will prevail ; damp airs. 
And rainy winters, to the center pierce 
Of ficrceft fruits, and by unfeen decay 
The proper rclifli vitiate : then the grub 
Oft unobferv'd invades the vital core. 
Pernicious tenant ! and her fecret cave 
Enlarges hourly, preying on the pulp 
Ceafelcfs -, mean-while the apple outward form 
Dele£kable the witlefs fwain beguiles, 
'Till, with a writhen mouth, and fpattering noife. 
He taftes the bitter morfel, and rejedis 
DifrelifliM 5 not with lefs furprizc, than when 
Embattled troops vrith flowing banners pafs 
Thro' flow'ry meads delighted, nor diftruft 
The fmiling furface ; whilft the cavern'd ground. 
With grain incentive ftoPd, by fudden blaze 
Burfts fatal, and involves the hopes of war 
In fiery whirles ; full of viftorious thoughts, 
Toj^'and difmembred, they aloft expire. 

Now turn thine eye to. view Alcinous* groves^ 
The pride of the Phoea^ian iffe, from whence. 
Sailing, the fpaces of the boundlefs deep. 
To Ariconium precious fruits arrivM : 
The Pippin burnifli'd o'er with gold, the Mofc 
Of fweeteft boney'd tafte, the fair Permaio,

Difaftrous flies, foon as the hind, fatiguM, 
Unyokes his team 5 the tender freight, unikill^d 
To bear the hot difeafe, diftemperM pines 
In the year's prime, the deadly piague annoys 
The wide isclofure ( think not vainly now 
To treat thy neighbours with meHif uous cups, 
Thus difappoioted : if the former yeisrs 
Exhibit no fuppKes, ahts ! thou muft 
With taftfefs water wafh thy droughty throat.

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A thoufand accidents tbe farmer's hopes

With gentle colds, infcnfibly confirm 
His ripening labours ; autumn, to the fruits 
Earth's various lap produces, vigour gives 
Equal, intenerating milky grain. 
Berries, and iky-dy'd plumbs, and what in coat 
Rough, or foft rin'd, or bearded hulk, or (hell $ 
Fat Olives, and Piflacio's fragrant nut. 
And the Fine's tafteful apple : autumn paints 
Aufonian bills with grapes, whilft Englifh plains 
Blufli with pomaceous harvefts, breathing. fweets. 
O let me now, when the kind early dew 
Unlocks the unbofom'd odors^ walk among 
The wcll-rang'd files of trees, whofefull-ag'dftorc 
Diffiife ambrofial fteams than Myrrh, or Nard 
More grateful, or perfuming flow'ry Bean ! 
Soft whifp'ring airs, and the lark's mattin fong 
Then woo to mufing, and becalm the mind 
FerplexM with irkfome thought^. ThriceJiappy 
Beft portion of the various year, in which (times» 
Nature rejoiceth, fmiling on her works 
Lovely, to full perfedion wrought ! but ah, 
Short are our joys, and neighb'ring griefs difturt^ 
Our pleafant hours. Inclement winter dwells ^ 
Contiguous ; forth with frofty blafts deface

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Arc widow'd, dreary ftorms o*cr all prevail. 
Now, now's the time ; ere hafty funs forbid 
To work, difburden thou thy f^lcfs wood

Will^ yield an harveft of unufual growth* 
Such profit ipringsL from hufts difcreetly usM f 

The tender apples, from their parents rent 
By ftormy fliocks, piuft not negle£led lye 
The prey of worms : A frugal man I knew^ 
Rich in one barren acre, which, fubdu*d 
By endlefs culture, with fufficient muft 
His calks replcnifti'd yearly : be no more 
' Dcfir'd, nor wanted, diligent to learn 
The various feafons, and by (kill repel 
Invading pcfts, fuccefsful in his cares, 
Till the damp Libyan wind, with tempcftsarm'd 
Outrageous, bluftei^d horrible aniidft 
His Cyder-groves : O^er-turn'd by furious blafts. 
The fightly ranks fall proftrate, and around 
Their fruitage fcatter'd, from the genial boughs 
Stript imnxature ; Yet did be notTcpinc, 
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Not curfe his ftars ; but prudent^ hU falPn heaps 
Colle^ing, cherifli'd with the tepid wreaths n 
Of tedded gcafs, and the fun's mellowing beam^ 
Rival'd with artful heats,, and^hence procur'd 
A coftly liquor, by improying time 
Equaird with what the bappielt vintage 1>ear3. 

But this I warn thee, and (hall always warn^ 
No heterogeneous mixtuve ufe, as fome 
With watry turneps have debased their wines^. 
Too frHgal ;. nor let the crude humours dance 
In heated brafs, fteaming with fire intenfe, 
Although Devonia much commends the ufe 
Of ftrength'ningVulcan ; with their native ftrengthr 
Thy wines fufficicnt, other aid refufe ; 
And, when th' allotted orb of time's compleat, 
Are more commended than the labour'd drinks. 

Nor let thy avarice tempt thee to withdraw 
The prieft's appointed (hare } with chearful heart 
The tenth of thy increafe bcftow, and own 
Heaven's bounteous goodne&, that will fure repay 
Thy grateful duty : This neglected, fear 
Signal avengeance, fuch as over-took 
A mifer, that unjuftly once with-held 
T^e clergy's due j relying on himfelf.

His execrable' glebe : recording this. 
Be juft, and wife and tremble to traiifgreft. . 

Learn, now the pcomife of the coming year 
To know, that hj no flattering figns abus'd^ 
Thou wifely may^ provide: The vartotM moon 
Prophetic, and attendant ftars explain 
Eacli rifing dawn ; ere icy ccufta fumumnt 
The current ftream^ the heavenly orba ferene 
Twinkle with trembling rays, and Cynthia glowa 
With light unfoiJ/d: Now the fowler wam'd 
by thcfe good omens, wUhfwiftcarlyfteps(glade» 
Tresis the crimp earth, ranging thro' fields and 
Oflfenfive to the birds, ftdphttftoua death (ftraxn 
Checks their mid flight, and heedlefs while they 
Their tuneful throats, the tow*nng, heavy lead, 
0'er-*takes tbeir fpeed^ they leave theii little lives 
Above the cloudsi, precipitant to earth. 

The woodcocks early vifit, and abode 
Of long continuance in our temperate climej. 
Foretell a liberal hanreft v be of times 
Intelligent, jh* harfli Hyperborean ice 
Shuns for our equal winters > when our Ains 
Cleave tbe chill'd foil, he backward wings his way 
To Scandinavian frozen fun^mers^ meet

NEtricieus \ Secret nitre lurks wkbiit

Sometimes thou (halt with fervent vows implore. 
A moderate wind ;, the orchat loves to wave 
With winter winds^ before the gems exert 
Their feeble heads; the looien'd TOOts tben ddnk 
Large increment, eameft of happy years* 

Now will it nothing profit to obferve 
The monthly ftars, their powerful ixtfluence 
O'er planted fields, what vegetables reign 
Upon each fign» On our accoum has Jove 
Indulgent, to all moons fome fucculent plant 
Allotted, that poor, helplefs man might flack 
His preCent thirft, and matter find for toil. 
Now willtbeCorinths, nowtfae Rafps^fupply 
Delicious draug^s v the Quinces now, or Plum% 
Or Chetrifs, or the fair Thifbcian fruit 
Are preft to wines ;. the Britons iqueeze the works 
Of fedulous bees, and mixing od'rous herb« 
Prepare balfamic cups,, to wheezing lungs 
Medicinal, and fliort breath'd, antient fires^ 

But, if thou'rt indcfatigably bent f 
To toil, and omnifaribuis drinks would'ft brew 5 
Befides the orchat, every hedge, and bulb, 
Afibrds affiAance i even affli£ttve Birch 
Curs'd by uiilttter'dj idle youth, dtftills 
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A limpid current from her wounded bark^ 
Profufe of nurfing fap. ' When folar beams 
Parch thirfty human veins, the damafkt meads^ 
XJnforc'd, difplay ten thoufand painted flowera 
Ufeful in potables. Thy little fons. 
Permit to range the paftures ^ gladly they 
Will mow the Cowflip-pofies, faintly fweetj 
From whence thou artificial wines (halt draia 
Of icy taftci that, in mid fervors, heft 
Slack craving third, and mitigate the day. 

Happy leme ! whofe moft wholefome an* 
Poifons envenom'd Riders, and forbids 
The baleful toad, and viper from her ihore I 
More happy in herinilmy draughts, (enrich'd 
With mifcellaneous fpices, and the root 
For thirft abaiing fweetnefs prais'd,) which widf 
Extend her fame, and to each drooping heart 
Piefent redrefs, and lively health convey. 

See, how the Belgx, fedulous, and ftout>. 
With bowls of fat'ning Mum, or blifsful ctipsb 
Of kernel relifh'd fluids,, the fair ftar 
Of early Fhofpborus falute, at noon 
Jocui^d with frequent rifing fumes ! by ufe 
In(bru£ted, ^hus to quell their native flegm. 
Prevailing, and engender wayward mirth. 

What need to treat of diftant climes, remov'd 
Far from the flopihg journey of the year, 
Beyond Petfora^ and Iflandic coafts^ 
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Where isver during fnowsj perpetual ihades 
Of darkuef$5 would congeal tbeir livid blpod^ 
Did not the Ar^ic tta£kj fpontancous yield 
A cheering purple berry, big* with wine, 
Intenfely fervent^ which each hour they crate. 
Spread round a flaming pile of pines, and oft 
They interlard their native drinks with choice 
Of ftrongeft Brandy, yet (carce with thefe aids 
Enabled to prevent the fudden rot 
Of freezing nofe, and^quick decaying £eet* 

Nor kis the (aUe borderers of Nile, 
Nor who Taprojbane manure, Qor they. 
Whom funny Borneo bears, areftor'd with ftreaisi 
Egregious, Rum, and Rice's fyirit extrad. 
For here, expos'd to perpendicular rays. 
In vain they covet fhadesj and Thraiicias' gsics^ 
Pining with j£qui»o^al heat, unlets,. 
The cordial glais perpetual motion keep, 
X^ick circuiting j nor dare they dofe their eyes^. 
Void of a bulky charger near their lips. 
With which, in often-ioterrupted 'ileep. 
Their frjriog blood compels to irrigate ^ 
Their dry furr'd tongues, elfc minutely to death 
Obnoxious, difmal death, th' efFe£t of drought ! 

More happy they, born in Columbus' world, 
Carybbes, and they, whom the Cotton plant 
With downy-fprouting yells arrays! Their woodft 
Bow with prodigious nuts, that give at once 
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Cekftial food, and tieCtzr ; then, at hand 
The Lemmon, uncorrupt with voyage 4ong) 
To vinous fpirits added (heavenly drink !) 
They with pneumatic engine, ceafelefs draw^ 
Intent on laughter ; a continual tide 
Flows from th* exhilerating fount. As, when 
Againft a fecret cliff, with fuddain fliock 
A (hip is daih'd, and leaking drinks the fe^s 
Th' aftonifliM mariners ay ply the pump. 
No ftay, nor reft, 'till the wide breach is clos'd. 
So they (but chearful) unfatigu'd, ftill move 
The draining fucker, then alone concern'dj 
When the dry bowl forbids their pleafing worker 

But if to hording thou art bent, thy hopes 
Are fruilrate, fhould'ft thou think thy pipes will 
WitTi early limpid wine. The hordid ftore, (flow 
And the harfli draught, muft twice endure the funV 
Kind ftrength^ning heat,' twice winter's purging 

Tkere are, that a compounded fluiddrain (cold; 
From different mixtures,Woodcock,Pippin,MoyIc^ 
Rough Eliot, fweet Feimain, the blended ftreams 
(Each mutually correfting each) create 
A pleafurabte medly, of^what tafte 
Hardly drftinguifh'd j as the fhow'ry arch^ 
With lifted colours gay, Or, Azure^ Gules, 
Delights, and puzzles the beholder's eye> 
That views the watry brede, with thoufand fliew^ 
.Of paiature vary'd, yet> unfkiU'd to tell 
Or where one colour rifcs, or one fainjts. 
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Some cyders have by art, or age, unlcam'd 
Their genuine relifli, and of fundry vines 
Affum'd the flavour 5 one fort counterfeits 
The Spanifh produft ; this, to Gauls, has feem'd 
The fparkling Neftar of Champaigne ; with that, 
A Germart oft has fwill'd his throat, and fworn 
Deluded, that imperisil Rhine beftow'd 
The generous rummer, whilft the owner pleas'd, 
Laughs inly at his guefts, thus entertain'd 
With- foreign vintage from* his Cyder-cafk. 

Soon as thy liquor from the narrow cells 
Of clofs-prcft hufks is freed thou muft refrain 
Thy thirfty foul ; let none pcrfuadc to broach 
Thy thick, unwholfome, undigefted cades: 
The hoary frofts, and northern Wafts take care 
Thy muddy Leverage to fercne, and drive 
Precipitant th^ bafer, ropy lees. 

And now thy wine's tranfpicuous, purgM from 
Its earthly grofs, yet let it feed awhile (all 

On the fat refufe, left too foon disjoined 
From fprightly, it, to fharp, or vapid change. 
When to convenient vigour it attains. 
Suffice it tc/provide a brazen tube 
Inflext ^felf-taught, and voluntary flies 
The defecated liquor, through the vent

So» and fo ricfalfy the ptirg'd liquid Oxineu 

Now alfoy when the colds abate, nor yet 
Full Stttilmer (hlnes, a dubious feafon, cloCp 
In glafs thy purer ftreams, and let them g^in. 
From due confinemept, 4>^^^^ ^^ flavour new* 

For this intent, the -^btle chymift £eeda 
Perpetual flames, whofe unrefifted force 
O'er fand, and afbes^and the ftubbom flint 
Prevailing, turns into a fufil fea, 
That in his furnace bubbles funny-red : 
From hence a glowing drpp with hoUow'd ftcd 
He takes, ai^d by one efficacious breath 
Dilates to a furprifmg cube, or fphere. 
Or oval,. and fit receptacles forms 
For every liquid, with his plaftic lungs. 
To human life fubfdivient } by his means 
Cyders in metal frail improve ; the Moyle, 
And ^aftefulb Pippin, in a moon's (hort year 
Acquice compleat perfe£^iofi : Now they (mokt 
Tranfparent, fparkling in each drop, delight 
Of curious palate, by fair virgins crav'd. 
But harsher fluids different lengths of time 
Exppd i Thy flaflc will flowly mitigate 
The Eliot's rdughnefs, Stirom, firnoicft bnit^ 
Embottled (long as Priameiiah Troy 
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Withftood fhc Greeks) endures, cfe juftly nul&/ 
Soften'd by age, it youthful vigour gains,. ;^ 
Fallacious drink \ Ye honeft men bewar<[ 
Nor truft its fraoothnefs : The third cirq 
SuflSices viijjuc: But niay^bypociyites, /^^ 
(That flyly fpeak one thing, another ttSK: ' 
Hateful as hell) plc«^d with the tclifliwr^k, > 
Drink on onwarnMy *rfft'^' inchanterf^ctips 
Infatuate, th^y their wify,tlMrughts difclofe, • ' 
And^ thro' intemperance grow a while iiiifkre. 
The farmer's toil is done ; his cades nature 
Now call for vent, his land exhauft permit 
T' indulge a- while. Now folemn rites he pays 
To Bacchus, author of heart cheering mirth. 
His honeft friends, at thirfty hour of dulk. 
Come uninvited ; he with bounteous hand 
Imparts his fmoaking vintage, fweet reward 
Of his own induftry ; the well-fraught bowl . 
Circles inceffaiit, while the humble cell 
Y^ith quavering laugh, and rural jefts refounds* 
Eafe, and content, and undiflembled love 
Shhie in each face ; the thoughts of labour paft * 
Eucreafe their joy. As, from retentive cage 
When fulien Philomel efcapes, her notes 
She varies, andof paft imprifonment 
Sweetly complains } her liberty retricvM 
Cbeer$ her fad fdul> improves her pleafiirg fong.

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Cladfome they quaff, yet not exceed the bounds 
Of* healthy tctnp'rancc, nor incroach on night, 
-Seafon of reft, but well bcdeVd repair 
fach to bis hoipe, with unfupplanted feet. 
£re heaven's emblazoned by the rofy dawn 
Domeftic cadres awake them ^ briik they rife, 
Rcfrefli'd, and lively with the joys that flow 
From amicable talk, and moderate cups 
£(weetly interchanged. The pining lover finds 
Prefent redrefs, and long oblivion drinks 
Of coy Lucinda. Give the debtor wine j 
His joys are (hort, and few ; yet when he drinks 
Hit dread retires, the Bowing glafles add 
Courage, and mirth : magnificent in thought^ 
Imaginary riches he enjoys, 
And in the goat expatiates uncoiifin'd. 
Nor can the poet Bacchus' pn^ife indite^ 
Debarr'd his grape: the mufes ftUl r^quii?e 
Humid regalement, uoir will aught avail 
Imploring Phcebua, with unmoiften'd lips. 
Thus to the generous bottle HI incUne, 
By parching thirft allur'd : with vehement luns. 
When dttfty fummer bakes th^ crumbling clods. 
How plcafiaint is't, beneath the twifted arch

And quaver unharmonious ^ fturdy fwains 
In clean array, for ruftic dance prepare, 
Mix'd with the buxom damfels ; hand in hand 
They frifk, and bound, and various mazes wcaVe^ 
fiha^ng their brawny liniibs, with uncouth meiA'

Wrought by intemperance, joint-racking gout^^ 
Inteftine ftone, and pining atrophy. 
Chill, even wbcil the fun with July-heats 
Frys the icorcfa!d fail, and dropfy all afloat^ 
Yet craving liquids : nor the Centaur*s tale 
Be here repeated; how.withluft, and wine (ibuis> 
InflamM, they fought, and fpilt their drunken. 
At feafting hour. Ye heav'nly powers ! that guard: 
The Britifh ifle, fuchidire events remove 
'Far from. fair Albion^ nor let. civil broils 
lEerment from focial cups : may we, remote 
From the hoarfe, brazen found of war, enjoy 
Out humid produ£ts, and with feemly draught^. 
Enkindle mirth^ and hofpitable love. 
Too oft, alas ! has mutual hatred dfench'd 
Our fword in native blood, too oft has pride^. 
And helliih difcord, and infatiatctbirft 
Of.o^rs rightSj our quiet dilcompo$'d« 
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Have we forgot, how fell dcftruftion rag'd 
Widc-fpreading, when by Ens' torch xg^ens'd 
Our fathers warr'd ? What heroes fignaliz'd 
For royalty, and prowefs, met their fate 
Untimely, undefervM ! How Bertie fell, 
Compton, and GranviU, dauntlefs fons of Mars, 
Fit themes of endlefs grief, but that we view 
Their virtues yet furviving in their race ! 
Can we forget, how the mad, headftrodg rout 
Defy'd their prince to arms, nor made account 
Of faith, or duty, or allegiance fwom ? 
Apoftate, atheift rebels ! bent to ill. 
With feeming fand2:ity, and cover'd fraud, 
Inftiird by him, who firft prefum'd t' oppofe 
Omnipotence ^ alike their crime, th' event 
Was not alike ; thefe triumph'd, and iii height 
Of barbarous malice, and infulting pride, 
Abftain'd not from imperial blood. O fafk 
Unparalleled ! O Charles 1 O bcft.of: kings ! 
What ftars their black, difaftrous influence fhed 
Ob thy nativity, that thou (hould'ft fall 
Thus, by inglorious hands, in this thy realm

Yet was the CydeNland unftain'd with guilt ;.
